The case 
was a female who is very ill and we made it clear before publication that we would 
ask the victim if she was prepared to talk to the press, then when she said yes, we 
linked up interview. Her husband had passed away with the disease. 


The Group have loaned out a couple of videos on Asbestos to hospital staff at 
Knightswooc and the ward sister told us it was very interesting. We must thank 
our long standing member Alec. Kelly for the use of the tapes. 


We took a victim from his home in Hyndland to Ross Hall Hospital in Crookston for 
an examination by Dr Kerr, he was examined thoroughly and we got him to see a relative 
as it was his first time out of the house since last September. 


The committee had some training by Graham Warwick on organisation. This in turn 
can only be of benefit to all at the group. Members who enjoyed the training session 
told us it was invaluable. 


We have had contacts with members in Port Glasgow and Greenock as they are trying 
co organise a meeting in their own area on subject of Asbestosis related diseases. 
We will send delegates on the date.
